SIR, 

IT  has  long  been  a  qucftion  among  political  reafbners,  whe¬ 
ther  the  tyranny  of  the  prince,  or  the  licentioufhefs  of  the 
people,  be  the  moft  fubverfive  of  the  authority  of  the  laws, 
or  the  moft  deftru<ftive  of  the  internal  peace  and  tranquillity 
of  a  kingdom.  But  this  queftion,  in  my  opinion,  will  admit 
of  a  Tery  ea(y  and  obvious  folution.  TTie  tyranny  of  the 
prince,  or,  which  is  the  fame  thing,  the  tyranny  of  hit  mi- 
nifters,  is  the  caufe:  the  licentioufnefs  of  the  people  is  only 
the  eftecft.  The  prince  or  his  minifters  are  always  the  ag« 
greflTors;  the  people  only  ftand  upon  the  defenfive.  For  It 
never  yet  was  known,  that  the  people  carried  their  licentiouA 
nefs  to  a  dangerous  height,  until  they  had  been  provoked  to 
it  by  a  long  train  of  oppreffion.  In  proof  of  thit  many  ^  in* 
ftances  might  be  brought  from  the  Greek,*  the  Roman,  and 
other  hiftories;  but  I  (hall  content  myfelf  at  prclent  with  an* 
example  or  two  from  the  £nglifti  hiftory.  \Vhat  was  it  that 
excited  the  civil  war  in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  If  Ihe 
tyranny  of  the  court  moft  undoubtedly.  For  though  that 
prince  made  many  great  and  important  conceifions  to  his  par¬ 
liament  and  to  his  people,  yet  were  not  the(e  conceflions  vo¬ 
luntary;  they  were  extorted  by  force;  and  it  was  generally 
believed,  and  upon  the  beft  grounds,  that  the  King  would  lav 
hold  of  the  firft  opportunity  to  recsd  what  he  had  grantea. 
The  lame  was  the  cauic  of  the  revolution  in  the  teign  of 
VoL.  IV.  Ccc  King 
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- - ■■■  And  are  you  difcontent 

With  laws,  to  which  you  gave  your  own  ajfent  ? 

Pope.' 
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King  James  1\.  .  The  people  had  beheld,  with  filent  itifiig- 
natieii,  the  fnmiY  biltt  a«d  defperate  atietirpts  that  Mre 
made  in  this  and  the  pieceedlng  reign  to  deftroy  the  confli- 
tution,  and  to  eftablifli  an  arbitrary  and  dcfpotic  govemineht; 
and  now  finding  that  thefe  atteht])ts,  if  not  timely  and  vigor- 
oufly  oppofed,  were  likely  to  prove  fuccefsful,  they  embraced 
the  generous  and  patriotic  relblution  to  -maintain  '•their  libei^ 
lies  at  the  hazard  of  their  lives  alid  fortunes;  and  this  they 
did  ciTec^tually,  though  by  futh  an  expedient  as  ought  to  ferve 
as  an  awful  warning  to  all  fucceeding  fovercigns  againii  imi. 
tating  the  princes  of  the  Stuart  line.  They  expelled  from 
the  throne  the  reigning  family,  and  raifed  another  in  its* 
room,  but  upon  fuch  conditions,  as  they  can  never  trani^eis 
without  Iharing,  and  defervedly  fliaring,  Uie  fame  fiKc  with 
ihofe  that  weiit  before  theni.* 

1  have  been  naturally  led  into  thefe  refleiftions  by  hearing 
the  loud  and  repeated  complaints,  that  have  been  lately  ut¬ 
tered  by  the  creatures  of  the  court  againn:  the  prelent  iicen- 
tioufnefs  and  turbulence  of  the  people;  which  is  evidently 
owing  to  the  tyranny  of  the'miniftry  :  for  the  one  follows  the 
other,  as  necelfanly  as  a  lliadow  does  a  body.'  While  the 
makers,  the  difpenfers,  and  the  executors  of  the  law  pr<ffuftie 
to  violate  the  laws  which  themfelves  have  ena^ed^  is  it  tobe 
fnppofed  that  the  people  (hould  obey  them  i  We  are  all*  li* 
us,  God  knows!  but  too  apt  to  imitate  the  example  of  oer 
periors,  efpecially  in  thofe  things  which  favour  the  naUiral 
depravity  of  the  human  mind,  as  an  exemption  froi|>  ail  bir 
and  order  is;  and  while  the  people  behold  fuch  frequent 
ilagrant  ir.il anccs  of  the  minillry’s  acftiiig  in  dire^  oppofitiflia 
to  the  letter  of  the  laws,  and  dill  more  to  the  fpirti  of  fib 
coniiitntion,  can  it  be  thought  itrangc,  that  they  (hottld^ink 
ihemlelves  intitled  to  the  fame  indulgence?  i 

Sonte  men,  indeed,  arc  weak  enough  to  imagine,  that  bfj 
caiife  they  have  a’  crown  on  their  head  and  a  iceptre  in  til|||l 
hand,  beeaufe  they  have  long  robes  and  large  periwigl^ 
ReuufnofU  and  Fletcher  wittily  expreis  it,  becaufe  they 
politic  goivnSy  and  make  ^reat  Jaces  full  of  fear  and  oj^ 
therefore  whatever  they  iay  or  do  fhould  be  deemed^ 
and  nnqucllionahle;  that  every  word  they  fpeak 
confidered  as  truth,  and  every  aeftion  they  perforin  ht 
ted  as  juilice;  that  the  people*  fliould  approach  them 
asve  and  veneration,  and  fiiew  that  regard  to*  thc4r  ejU^HB 
appearance,  which  is  due  only  ro  their  internal  virtmei*-d|^^ 
however  thefe  notions  may  pafs  current  ill  defpotic  couitH|Ht ; 
ihey  will  never,  1  hope,  prevail  in  this  free  kingdom, 
the  people,  n  ill  refpesit  ilicir  rulers  only  in  pfoporiio® 
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refpeA  ihe  oonftitatiQn,  And  indeed  ^hty^  fliould  refJjeA 
them  no  farther.  For,  that  worthy  patriot,  Harbord  Har* 
hard,  Efq;  in  his  letter  to  his  conftUucnts,  fay?,  Refpeifl 
and  obedience  to  die  government  can  only  be  maintained  in 
proportion  as  the  liberty  of  the  fubjedf  is  fccured,  and,  what 
is  more,  fhey  can  ba  no  fyrt/^cr  due  than  a?  the  govemom 
thenifelves  (liew  a  becoming  deference  to  the.  laws,  and, 
through  them,  to  the  happinels  of  the  people.”  But  how 
little  the  liberty  of  therfubjcifl  in  this  kin^om  has  been  lately 
fecured,  or  rather  how  daringly  it  has  been  invaded ;  and 
how  far  pur  governors  have  been  from  (hewing  a  becoming 
deference  to  the  laws,  and,  through  them,  to  the  hapjunels 
of  the  people  ;  or  rather  how  grolly  they  have  violated  the 
laws,  and  of  confequence  endangered  the  happinels  of  the 
people,  is  a  matter  of  loo  much  notoriety  to  need  being  infill* 
ed  on. 

The  truth  is,  by  the  arbitrary  and  unconfiitutional  condiufl 
of  the  minidry,  the  people  have  been  tempted  to  throw  oS 
all  refpetd  for  their  rulers,  than  which*  it  is  hardly  pofilble  to 
conceive  a  kingdom  in  a  more  perilous  fituation.  For  if  once 
the  people  begin  to  entertain  a  contempt  for  iheir  governors, 
tile  danger  is  led  they  (hould  come  in  time  to  entertain  a  con¬ 
tempt  for  the  govenunent  itfelf.  In  the  prefent  inftance, 
liowever,  the  calc  is  very  different.  The  contempt  which  thf 
|>eople  Have  for  their  gpvemors  arifes  entirely  from  die  re¬ 
gard  they  have  for  the  government,  which  tliey  feem  deter¬ 
mined  to  preferve,  an  fpite  of  all  the  efforts  which  the  minidry 
make  to  dedroy  it,  c^ugh  in  this  druggie,  even  fappofing 
the  people  fiiccefifnl,  there  is  reafon  to  apprehend  led  the 
conftitutionfhould  receive  ibinc  violent  fhock#——*  ^  *  0

fke  Hifiory  o/Nonsbnss. 

There  is  no  race  of  people  that  has  been  more  confph 
•  oious,  in  almoft  every  relation  of  life,  than  the  illuftii- 
ous  family  of  Nonfeafe.  In  every  age  of  the  world,  they 
have  fhone  forth  with  uncommon  ludre,  and  have  made  n 
wonderfol  progrefs  in  aH  the  arts  and  feienent.  They  have, 
«t  different  feafims,  delivered  fpecches  from  the  throne,  ha¬ 
rangued  at  the  bar,  debated  in  parliament,  and  gone  amaatM 
lengths  in  philofothtoal  enquiries,  and  metophyfical  difqum- 
lions. 

Ill  a  word,  the  whole  hiftory  of  the  world,  moral  ami  Pphr 
tical,  is  but  a  Cycdnpsedia  of  Noiilen(e»  For  which 
cnnfidcring  the  dignity  and  importance  of  the  family,  and  aic 

infinity 
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infinite  fervice  it  has  been  of  to  me  and  many  of  my  cotem¬ 
poraries,  I  have  refolved  to  oblige  the  public  with  a  kind  of 
abflrac^  of  the  hifiory  of  Noiifenfe. 

Nonfcnfe  was  the  daughter  of  Ignorance,  begot  onFalfehood^ 
many  years  ago,  in  a  dark  cavern  in  Beotia.  As  (lie  grew  up, 
file  inherited  all  the  qualities  of  her  parents  ;  (he  difcovered 
too  warm  a  genius  to  require  being  fent  to  fthool  ;  but,  while 
other  dull  brats  were  poring  over  an  horn- book,  flie  amufed 
licrfelf  with  fpreading  fantallical  lies,  taught  hca*  by  her  mam¬ 
ma,  and  which  have,  in  latter  ages,  been  familiarly  known  to 
us  under  the  names  of  Sham,  Banter,  and  Humbug. 

When  file  grew  up,  fhe  received  the  addreffes,  and  (bon 
became  the  wife  of  Impudence.  Who  he  was,  or  of  what 
profeflion,  is  uncertain  :  fbme  fay  he  was  the  fon  of  Igno¬ 
rance  by  another  venter,  and  was  fuflered  to  become  the  huf- 
band  of  Noiifenfe  in  tbofe  dark  ages  of  the  world,  as  the  Pto- 
loinics  of  Egypt  mariied  their  own  fillers.  Some  record  that 
lie  was  in  the  army  ;  others,  that  he  was  an  interpreter  of 
the  laws  ;  and  others,  a  divine.  However  this  was,  Nonfenfe 
and  Imjuidcnce  were  loon  iiifeparably  united  to  each  other, 
and  became  the  founders  of  a  more  noble  and  numerous  fai 
mily,  than  any  yet  preferved  on  any  tree  of  defeent  what(b- 
ever  ;  of  which  ingenious  device  they  were  faid  to  have  been 
the  firfl  iiiventers. 

It  is  my  chief  intent,  at  prelent,  to  record  the  great  ex¬ 
ploits  of  that  branch  of  the  family,  who  have  made  themr 
felves  remarkable  in  England,  though  they  began  to  (ighalize 
themfelvcs  very  early,  and  are  flill  very  flourifhing  in  inoft 
parts  of  the  world.  Many  of  them  were  Egyptian  priefti 
four  ihoufand  years  ago,  and  told  the  people,  that  it  was  re¬ 
ligion  to  woilliip  dogs,  monkeys,  and  green  leeks  ;  and  their 
ciefeendants  prevailed  on  the  Greeks  and  Romans  to  build 
temples  in  honour  of  fuppofed  deities,  who  were,  in  their 
own  elliiiiation  of  them,  whores  and  whore-mongers,  pick¬ 
pockets  and  drunkards. 

Otl  lers  rofe  up  fome  ages  after  in  Turkey,  and  perfuaded 
the  j>eople  to  embrace  the  dodlriiie  of  bloodfhed  and  the 
fword,  in  the  name  of  the  moll  merciful  God.  ^And'othcri 
have  manifefted  their  lineal  defeent  from  Nonfenfe  and  Ini* 
pudence,  by  allirming,  that  there  is  no  God  at  all.  There 
were  alfo  among  them  many  Hirewd  philolbphers  ;  (bme  of 
whom,  though  they  were  racked  with  a  fit  of  the  (lone,  or 
laid  up  w  ith  a  gouty  loe,  declared,  that  they  felt  not  the  Ica^l 
degree  of  pain  :  and  others  w^ould  not  truft  their  own  eyes, 
but  when  they  faw  an  horfe  or  a  dog,  could  not  tell  whether 
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it  was  not  a  chair  or  a  table,  and  even  made  a  doubt  of  their 
own  exigence. 

We  have  no  certain  account  of  the  progrefs  of  Nonfenfe 
here  in  England,  till  after  the  reformation;  All  we  hear  of 
her  and  her  progeny  before  that  period  of  time  is,  that  they 
led  a  lazy  life  among  the  monks  in  cloyfters  and  convents, 
dreaming  over  old  legends  of  faints,  drawing  up  breviaries  and 
mafs-books,  and  llringing  together  fome  barbarous  Latin 
veiTcs  in  rhime. 

Jn  the  days  of  queen  Elizabeth,  (b  little  encouragement 
was  given  to  her  family,  that  it  feemed  to  have  been  almofl 
extind:  ;  bat,  in  the  fucceeding  reign,  it  flourilhed  again,  and 
filled  the  moft  confiderable  offices  in  the  nation. 

Nonfenfe  became  a  great  favourite  at  court,  where  (he  was 
highly  carefled  on  account  of  her  wit,  which  confided  in  puns 
and  quibbles  ;  and  the  bonny  monarch  himfelf  was  thought 
to  take  a  more  than  ordinary  delight  in  her  converfation.  At 
this  time  many  of  her  progeny  took  orders,  and  got  them- 
fclves  preferred  to  the  bed  livings,  by  turning  the  evangelids 
into  panders,  and  making  St  Paul  quibble  from  the  pulpit. 
Among  the  red,  there  was  a  bidiop,  a  favourite  fbn  of  Non- 
fen  fc,  of  whom  it  was  particularly  recorded,  that  he  ufed  to 
tickle  his  courtly  audience,  by  telling  them,  that  matrimony 
was  become  a  matter  of  money,  with  many  other  right  reve¬ 
rend  jeds  recorded  by  Joe  Miller. 

Several  brothers  of  this  family  were  likewife  bred  to  the 
bar,  and  very  gravely  harangued  againd  old  women  fucked 
by  devils  in  the  fhape  of  ram*cats,  &c. 

As  an  indance  of  their  profound  wifdom  and  fagacity,  I 
need  only  mention  that  jud  and  truly  pious  a<d  of  parliament 
made  againd  the  crying  fin  of  witchcraft,  i  Jac.  I.  chap.  12. 

Such  as  fhall  ufe  invocation,  or  conjuration  of  any  evil  fpi- 
rit,  or  fhall  confult,  covenant  with,  entertain,  employ,  fee,  or 
reward  any  evil  fpirit,  to  any  intent,  or  take  up  any  dead  per- 
fon,  or  part  thereof,  to  be  ufed  in  witchcraft,  or  have  ufed  a- 
ny  of  the  faid  arts,  whereby  any  perfon  fhall  be  killed,  con- 
fumed,  or  lamed  in  his  or  her  body,  they,  together  with  their 
acceffories  before  the  fa<d,  ffiall  fiiffer  as  felons,  without  bene- 
fit  of  clergy.?^ 

In  the  troublefbme  times  of  king  Charles  I.  Nonfenfe  and 
her  family  ftded  with  the  parliament.  They  fet  up  new  fe<fff 
in  religion  :  fome  of  them  cropped  their  hair  fhort,  and  cal¬ 
led  them  felves  the  enlighteued ;  fome  fell  into  trances,  and 
pretended  to  fee  holy  vifions  ;  while  others  got  into  tubs,  and 
held  forth,  with  many  whinings  and  groans,  and  fnuffliog 
throueh  the  nofe* 

’  In 
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In  the  merry  days  of  king  Charles  II,  Nonfenfe  alTuiQed  a 
more  gay  and  libertine  air  ;  and  lier  progeny,  from  fanatics, 
became  downright  inildels.  Several  courtiers  of  the  family 
wrote  lewd  plays,  as  well  as  lufcious  love-fongs,  and  other 
loole  vcrfes,  which  were  collected  together,  and  greedily 
bought  up  in  milcellanies. 

In  the  fucceeding  reign,  foine  of  the  kindred,  who  had  re- 
ccived  their  education  at  St  Omers,  thought  ihemfelves  on 
the  point  of  eflablilhing  Nonfenfe  iii  church  and  .Hate,  ,aiid 
were  pre|>arjng  to  in<ike  bon-lires  on  the  occalion  in  Suiichheld, 
when  they  were  obliged  to  leave  the  kingdom. 

Since  the  revolution,  the  lieid  of  politics  has  afforded  large 
fcope  for  Nonfenfc  and  her  family  to  make  thcmlelves  rp- 
inarkable.  Hence  arofe  the  various  fet^ts  in  party,  diflinguifh- 
cd  by  the  name  of  whig  and  tory,  ininillcrial  and  Jacobite, 
Sunderlandians,  Oxfordians,  Godolphinians,  Bolingbrokians, 
Walpoliaus,  IVlhamians,  crc.  &c.  &c,  names  which  have 
kindled  as  hot  a  war  in  pamphlets  and  journals,  as  the 
Guelphs  and  Gibilines  in  Italy,  or  the  Big  and  Little  Endlans 
in  the  kingdom  of  Lilliput. 

I  have  here  endeavoured  to  give  a  fliort  abridgement  of  the 
hidory  of  Nonfenfc  ;  though  a  very  finall  part  of  the  exploits 
of  the  family  can  be  included  in  fb  compendious  a  chronicle^ 
Some  of  them  were  very  deep  ftViolars,  and  filled  the  profef 
fors  chairs  at  the  univerflties.  They  compofed  many  elabev 
rate  dhferiations,  to  convince  the  w'orld,  that  tw'Q  and  two 
make  four  ;  and  difeovered,  by  dint  of  lyllogifm,  that  black  is 
not  white,  'fheir  inquiries  in  natural  phylofbphy  were  HO 
lefs  extraordinary  :  many  fpent  their  lives  and  their  fortunes 
in  attempting  to  difeover  a  wonderful  (lone,  that  (houkl  turn 
every  bafer  metal  into  gold  ;  and  others  employed  thcmfclves 
in  making  artificial  wings,  by  the  help  of  w'hich  they  fhould 
(]y  into  the  world  of  the  moon.  Another  branch ‘of  thf  fa¬ 
mily  took  to  the  Belles  Lettres,  and  were  the  original  fo^Bd• 
ers  of  the  learned  focieiy  of  Grub-ftreet. 

Never  was  any  aera,  in  the  annals  of  Nonfenfc,  more 
(Irlous  than  the  prefent  ;  nor  did  that  noble  family  mOTf  fig?* 
nally  difiinguifh  itfelf  in  every  occupation. 

In  oratory,  who  arc  greater  proficients  than  the  progeny  <• 
Nonlcnfc  ?  Witnefs  many  long  and  eloquent  fpeeches 
ed  in  St  Stephen’s  chapel,  in  Weftminfter-hall,  the  affixes  9od 
qmrter-felijons,  at  Glare-market,  and  the  Robin  Hood*  ^ 
!n  philoluphy,  what  marvellous  things  have  not  been 
(1  by  Nonfcnle  ?  the  (bme  time  profeflbr  of  aftronomy 
I »rc(hani-collrgc  (hewed  Sir  Ifaac  Newton  to  be  a  mere 

nd  wire* drew  the  books  of  Mofes  into  a  complete  lyfteff 
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of  natural  philofophy  :  life-guard  itien  have,  with  the  utmoft 
certainty  of  nonfenfe,  foretold  earthquakes  ;  and  Others  have 
penned  curious  eflays  on  air-quakes,  water-quakes,  and  comets.' 

Ill  politics,  how  fiicccfsfully  have  the  fbns  of  Nonienfc  ban¬ 
died  about  the  terms  of  court  and  country  ?  how  wifely  have 
they  debated  upon  taxes  ?  and  with  what  amazing  penetra¬ 
tion  did  they  but  lately  forfee  an  invafion  ? 

Ill  religion,  their  domain  is  particularly  extenfive  :  for  tho^ 
Konfenfe  is  excluded,  at  lead  from  the  firft  part  of  the  fervice 
in  all  regular  churches,  yet  (lie  often  occupies  the  whole  ce- 
reinuny  at  the  tabernacle  and  foundery  in  Moorfields,  and  the 
(liapel  at  Long-acre.  But,  for  the  credit  of  fo  polite  an  age, 
be  it  known,  that  the  children  of  Noiifenfe,  who  are  many  of 
iheni  people  of  fafliion,  arc  as  often  leen  at  the  play-houie  as 
at  (  luirth  :  and,  il  is  fomething  ftrange,  that  the  family  of 
Konfenfe  is  now  divided  againfl  itfelf,  and  in  high  contell  a- 
bout  the  management  of  their  favourite  amufement<^-^the 
opera.  .  ‘  ^  ' 

0;/  the  various  forms  of  Government  in  Rome. 

A  FTER  the  deftrueflion  of  Troy,  iEneas  was  compelled  to 
r\  quit  his  country,  and  to  retire  into  Latium,  which  has 
lince  been  called  Italy.  He  had  the  good  fortune  to  wed  La- 
vinia,  daughter  to  king  Latinus,  to  whole  crown  he  afterwards 
fucceeded.  By  this  wife  he  had  a  Ion  named  Silvius,  who’ 
was  his  fuccellbr  in  the  kingdom.  After  him  came  twelver 
kings,  who  all  bore  the  name  of  Silvius,  the  lall  of  whom  was 
Anculus  Silvius,  wdio  had  a  brother  named  Numicor,  father 
of  Rhea  Silvia,  from  whom  fprung  the  founders  of  the  city 
of  Rome.  After  the  murder  of  Remus,  his  brother  Romulus 
became  their  king.  He  was  aflalilnated  in  turn,  and  Nnma 
Pompilius  fucccedcd  him.  Then  came  Tulius  HoHilius,  and 
after  him  Ancus  Martius,  who  was  fucceeded  upon  the  throne 
by  Tarquinius  Prifeus,  whofc  fuccellbr  was  Tarquinius  Super¬ 
bus,  who  was  driven  out  of  Rome,  with  his  Ibn  Sextus  Tar¬ 
quinius,  for  the  rape  committed  by  him  upon  Lucretia,  the 
wife  of  Collatinus,  a  citizen  of  Rome. 

Thus  finillied  the  Roman  monarchy,  which  was  followed* 
by  a  confular  government.  Lucius  Brutus  was  the*  firft  who 
was  invefted  with  this  dignity,  and  Valerius  PubliCola  the  fe- 
cond.  Some  time  after  a  dictator  and  a  general  of  cavalry 
were  eletfted :  and  about  the  fame  period  the  people  were  al- 
lovi'ed  a  right  to  elc(ft  tribunes,  to  counterbalance  the  power 
of  the  dictator  and  the  fenate;  and  not  being  able  to  agree 
about  the  laws  for  the  form  of  their  government,  they  fenr

ambaiTadors  Aibcns,'ip.  reqiieft  thofe  which  Solon,  and  other 
Grecian  fages,  had  formerly  framed  for  the  public, good.  Af¬ 
ter  which  the  decemvirate  or  government  of  the  ten,  and  the 
laws  of  the  tweke  tables,  ^which  took  place,  continued  ,  till 
the  time  of  Caius  Julius  Ca*far,  who  was  the  firft  emperor, 
From  this  time,  the  Roman  republic  became  an  imperil 
government,  till  the  third  century,  of  the  Chriftian  aeVa; 
when  it  vyas  divided  between  the  emperors  of  the  eaft  and 
well.  Conflantine  tranfplanted  the  imperial  feat  of  Rome  to 
Condantinople ;  and  having  divided  the  empire  between  his. 
foils,  thereby  greatly  diminhhed  the  power  of  the  monarchy. 
The  empire  of  the  call  terminated  with  the  lofs  of  Conllaiiti- 
iiople,  and  by  the  death  of  its  lall  emperor  Conftantine  Poleo- 
logus,  who  was  killed  at  the  taking  of  that  city,  by  the 
'I'lirks.  » 

The  feat  of  the  Roman  empire  was  moved  into  .Germany 
by  Qtho,  A.  D.  962,  .where  it  Hill  continues;  and,.(ince'  the 
divifioii  of  the  empire,  the  popes  have  become  maders  ,of 
Rome.

father !  and  with  what  energy  did  revelation  diotli  the  afflic¬ 
tion  of  my  foul  on  his  lofs,  by  ionlirming  my.  hopes  of  a  blMs- 
fulre-uniou!  Thefc,  iny  Flavia,  are  exlatic,  thoughts!  .they 
euoble  the  mind,  purify  the  heart,  foften  the  unavoidable  ca- 
iamlties  of  life,  and  heighten  our  relidi  of  all  its.bleffings.  Re- 
ioicc,  my  dear  daughter,  in  being  one  caufe  of  the  fenfaTnWi 
i  feci  on  the  profper^,  that  you  and  my.  foul  will  enjoy 
ft  litity  as  I  have  deferibed. 

Uc  aliiduous  in  fecuring,  the  edeem  of  your  liu(band*j  Lqvc 
f'uiuled  on  external  cjiarms,  and  which  only  fceksllbc  gcptt* 

fieaupo 
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ficatloii  of  the  fenics^  will  fbon  change  its  obje<fl9  and  be  pleal^ 
ctl  with  novelty;  but  where  eftecin  the  balls  of  love,  even 
the  lowed  pleafures  of  the  man  are  exalted,  and  diftinguiih 
him  from  the  animal.  Never  expecfl  that  your  fuperiority  in 
beauty  alone  will  fix  your  hu(l>and’s  heart.  Even  the,  mere 
fciifualift  prefers  novelty  to  beauty.  An  agreeable  perlbn  in  a 
wife  is  as  likely  to  preferve  an  hufband’s  love  as  a  fine  one; 
and  your  mental  perfeiflions,  my  dear  child,  muft  fecure  Sir 
Johii^s  efteem,  if  you  do  not  r,ender  yourfeU'  lefs  amiable  in  his 
eyes  by  your  tears,  and  unavailing  regrets.  A  wife  muft  ftudy 
to  be  always  obliging,  or  her  hufband  will  feek  that  compla* 
cency  from  others,  in  which  Ihe  fails. 

Don't  expeift,  my  dear  child,  to  meet  with  a  reciprocal 
fund  of  tendernefs  from  your  hulbaiid.  Few  men  are  capable 
of  it.

hope  will  fortify  you.  -  Soon  after  I  married  iVlr  Villars,  1 
buried  my  laft  furviving  parent  and  relation,  fo  that  all  the 
aflfeiflion  of  a  naturally-tender  ’heart  centered  in  him.  It  is 
inipoflible  for  words  to  deferibe  my  love.  He  repaid  it  with 
ail  equal  foudnefs ;  but  my  diffidence  rendered  ine  fearful, 
that  when  he  faw  other  people  in  company  lively  and  enter¬ 
taining,  he  might  be  diigufted  by  my  infipidity.

So??ic  curious  Particulars  relative  to  GroutfA  o/Rhubarb  i 
how  an  Animal  called  the  Marmot ^  contributes  to  its,  Ptopiu 
(ration,  and  how  the  Natives  dry  the  Kooi,  Taken  from  Mr 
RclFs  Travels* 


The  heft  rhubarb  grows  in  that  part  of  the  Eaftem.Tar* 
tary,  called  Moiigallia,  a  vaA  country  inhabited  by  ih# 
JMongall  Tartars,  and  which  now  ferves  as  a  lx>undary  be* 
tween  the  two  mighty  empires  of  RuAia  and  China.  The 
Mongalls,  though  once  a  great  and  independent  people,  havci 
notwithAanding,  by  degrees,  been  induced  to  put  tbemfelves 
under  the  protection  of  one  or  other  of  their  powerful  neigbr 
hours.  This  mcafure  feems  rather  to  have  proceeded  from 
the  love  of  eafe,  a  defire  of  (ecurity,  and  a  want  of  unanimity^ 
than  to  have  been  the  effect  of  fear,,  or  the.confequence  of  aa 
abfolute  conqucA.  The  Mongallians  Aill  reuin  their  own 
laws,  cuAoms,'  and  princes  ;  and  though  they  fiibmit  to  cer» 
tain  regulations,  it  does  not  appear  that  they  pay  any  tribute# 
7'his  fubmiffion  has,  however,  divided  their  country  and  na¬ 
tion  into.vvhat  may  be  called  RuAian  and  Chineie  ;  the  two 
great,  jealous  neighbours,  to  prevent  the  continual  diiputcf 
which  would  have  ihappened  about  limits,  or  the  deiertion  of 
their  people,  have  left  a  vaA  chain  of  countiy,  of  about  300 
miles  in  breadth,  and  of  a  prodigious  length,  waAe  and  unin¬ 
habited,  as  a  common  barrier  between  thenu  This  country, 
which  is  one  of  the  fincA  in  Afia,  pi:oduccs  the  beA  rhubarb 
in  the  world,  and  rubs  the  whole  length  of  Mongallia,  divid- 
ing  it  into  two  paru.  We  Aiall  now  give  our  curious, travel-. 

ler's  own  words.  r 

The  country  retained  much  the  jQune  appearance,  and  the 

weather 


weather  was  very  fine  ;  but  not  a  fingle  inhabitant  was  yet  to 
be  feen.  In  the  evening,  I  walked  from  my  tents,  with  foine 
of  our  company,  to  the  top  of  a  neighbouring*  hill,  where  I 
found  many  plants  of  excellent  rhubarb';  and,  by  the  help  of 
a  (lick,  dug  up  as  much  of  it  as  I  wanted.  *  .  " 

On  tliefe  hills  are  a  great  number  of  animals,  called  mar¬ 
mots,  of  a  brovvnini'  colour,  having  feet  like  a  badger,  and 
nearly  of  the  fame  fize.  They  make  deep  burrows  on  the 
declivities  of  the  hills  ;  and,  it  is  faid,  that;  in  wintcr,  they 
continue  in  thefe  holes  for  a  certain  time,  even  whhout  food. 
At  this  feafon,  however,  they  fit  or  lie  near  their  burrows, 
keeping  a  Uriel  watch  ;  and,  at,the  approach  of  danger,  rear 
theinfclves  upon  their  hind-feet,  giving  a  loud  whiftle  like  a 
man,  to  call  in  Uragglers  ;  and  Iheu  drop  into  their  holes  in 
a  moment. 

I  (hould  not  have  mentioned  an  animal  fowell  known  as  the 
raannot,  had  it  not  been  on  account  of  the  rhubarb.  Whefe- 
ever  you  fee  ten  or*  twenty  plants  growing,  "you  are' fi^e  of 
finding  feveral  burrows  im'dcr'tbe  fliades  of  their  broad  fpread- 
ing  leaves.  Perhaps  they  may  fbmetimes  eat  *  the  leaves  and 
roots  of.  this  plant  :  how'ever,  it  is  probable,  the  manure  they 
leave  about  the  roots,  contributes  hot  a  little  to  its  intreafe ; 
and  their  calling  up  the  earth  makes  it  Ihoot  out  young  buds, 
and  multiply.  This  plant  does  not  run,  and  fpread  itfblf  like 
docks,  and  others  of  the  fahae  fpecies  ;  but  grows  in  tufts  at 
uncertain  diUances,  as  if  the  feeds  had  been  dropped  with  dc- 
fign.  It  appears,  that  the  Mongalls  never  accounted  it  worth 
cultivating  ;  but  that  the  vvorld  is' obliged  to  the ‘marmots  for 
the  quantities  fcattered  at  random  in  many  parts  of  this  coun¬ 
try  :  for  whatever  part  of  the  ripe  feed  happens  to  be  blown 
among  the  thick  grafs,  can  very  feldom  reach  the  ground,’ 
but  mull  there  wither  and  die  ;  whereas,  fhoiild  it  fall  among 
the  loofe  earth,  thrown  up  by  the  marmots,  k  toraedittely 
takes  root,  and  produces  a  new  plant.  ■* 

**  After diggingand  gathering  the  rhubarb,  the  Mongalls 
the  large  roots  into  frriall  pieces,  in  order  to  'make  ’them  dry 
more  readily.  In  the'  middle  of  every  piece  they  (coop  a 
hole,  through  ‘  which  a  cord  is  drawn,  in  order  to  fulpend 
them  in  any  convenient  place.  They  hang  them  for  'rtoft 
part  about  their  tents,  and  fometimes  on  the  horns  of  their 
iheep.  This  is  a  moll  pernicious  cullom,  as  it  deftroyt  feme 
of  the  hell  part  of  the  root  ;  for  all  about  the  hole  is  rotten 
and  ulclcfs  ;  whereas,  were  people '  rightly  informed  hoW  t®. 
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dity.  At  prei«nt,  the  dealers  in  this  article  think  thefc  itn« 
.  provements  not  worthy  of  their  attention^  as  their  gains  ait? 
more  coniiderable  on  this  than  on  any  other  branch  of  trade. 
Perhaps  the  government'  may  hereafter  think  it  proper  to 
make  (bme  regulations  with  regard  to  this  matter. 

I  have  been  more  particular  in  defcribing  the'  growth  and 
management  of  the  rhubarb  ;  beCaufe  1  never  met  with  an 
author,  or  perlbn,  who  could  give  a  fatisfadlory  account  where 
or  how  it  grows.  I  am  perfuaded,  that  in  fuch  a  dry  climate 
as  this,'  it  might  eaiily  be  fo  cultivated  as  to  produce  any 
4uantity'^hat  could  be  wanted.^^

Dear  Sir, 

•^1  "'HE  plea  fur  e  I  always  take  in  writing  to  you  wherever 
X  1  am,  and  whatever  doing,  in  ibme  meafurc.difyels  sny 
preient  uneaiinefs ;  an  uneafinefs  caufed  at  once  by  the  di(t 
agreeable  afpeift  of  every  thing  round  me,  and  the  more  di(^ 
agreeable  circumftances  of  the  count  Alberti,  with  whom  you 
were  once  acquainted.  You  remember  him  one  of  the  gaycft, 
moft  agreeable  perfons  at  the  court  of  Vienna ;  at  once  the 
example  of  the  men,  and  the  favourite  of  the  fair  fex*  I 
often  heard  you  repeat  his  name  with  cAeem,  as  one  of  the 
few  that  did  honour  to  the  prefen t  age,  as  poiTeiled  of  gene- 
rofity  and  pity  in  the  highell  degree ;  as  one  that  made  no 
other  ufe  of  fortune,  but  to  alleviate  the  diilreflesof  mankind. 
That  gentleman.  Sir,  I  wilh  I  could  fay,  is  now  no  more  j  yet, 
too  unhappily  for  him,  he  exifls,  but  in  a  fituation  more  ter¬ 
rible  than  the  moft  gloomy  imagination  can  conceive. 

After  palling  through  feveral  parts  of  the  Alps,  and  having 
vifited  Germany,  I  thought  I  could  not  well  return  home 
without  viliting  the  quick-lilver  mines  at  Idra,  and  (being 
thofe  dreadful  fubterranean  caverns,  where  thoulands  are  con¬ 
demned  to  relide,  Ihut  out  from  all  hopes  of  ever  feeing  the 
chearful  light  of  the  fun,  and  obliged  to  toil  out  a  miferable 
life  under  the  whips  of  imperious  talk-mafteri.  Imagine  to 
yourfelf  an  hole  in  the  lide  of  a  mountain,  of  about  five  yards 
over  ;  down  this  you  are  let,  in  a  kind  of  bucket,  more  than 
an  hundred  fathom,  the  profpe^  growing  dill  more  gloomy, 
yet  ftill  widening  as  you  defeend.  At  length,  after  (win^g 
in  terrible  fufpence  for  fome  time  in  this  precarious  fituation, 
you  at  length  reach  the  bottom,  and  ^read  on  the  ground,  i 
which,  by  its  hollow  found  under  your  leet,  aial  the  rererbe-  | 

rations  J 
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rations  of  the  echo,  feems  thundering  at  every  ftep  you  take. 
In  this  gloomy  and  frightful  folitude,  you  are  enlightened  by 
the  feeble  gleam  of  lamps,  here  and  there  difpofed,  fo  as  that 
tiie  wretched  inhabitants  of  thefc  manfioiis  can  go  from  one 
pirt  to  another  without  a  guide.  And  yet,  let  me  alTure  you, 
that  though  they  by  cuftom  could  fee  objects  very  diilhuflly 
by  thefe  lights,  I  could  (carte  dil’cerii,  for  fome  time,  any 
thing,  not  even  the  perfbn  who  came  with  me  to  (hew, me 
thefe  feenes  of  horror. 

From  this  defeription,  I  fuppofe  you  have  but  a  very  dif. 
agreeable  idea  of  the  place  ;  yet,  let  me  affiire  you, ‘that  it  is 
a  palace,  if  we  compare  the  habitation  of  the  inhabitants. 
Such  wretches  my  eyes  never  yet  beheld;  The  blacknefs  of 
their  vifages  only  ferves  to  cover  an  horrid  palenefs,  caiifed  by 
the  noxious  qualities  of  the  mineral  they  are  employed  in  pro¬ 
curing.  As  they,  in  general,  confift  of  malefactors  condemned 
for  life  to  this  tafi;,  they  are  fed  at  the  public  expeuce ;  hut 
they  feldom  coiifume  mueh  provifion,  as  they  lofc  their  appe^ 
tires  in  a  fliort  time  ;  and  commonly  in  about  two  years  ex¬ 
pire,  from  a  lotal  contraction  of  all  the  joints  of  the  body. 

In  this  horrid  manfion,  I  walked  after  iny  guide  for-finne 
time,  pondering  on  the  itrange  tyranny  and  avarice  of  man¬ 
kind,  >vhen  was  accofted  by  a  voice  behind  me,  calling  me 
by  name,  and  enquiring  after  my  health  with  the  mod  cor¬ 
dial  affection.  I  turned,  and  favv  a  creature  all  black  and' hi-'" 
deoiis,  w  ho  approached  me,  and,  with  a  molt  piteous  accent, 
demanding,  Ah  !  iVlr  Everard,  don’t  you  know  me  Good 
(ik)d,  what  was  my  fufpnze,  ■  when, 

wretthednefs,  I  difeovered  the  features  of  my  old  and  dear 
friend  Alberti.  I  Hew  to  him  with  affection  ;  and,  after  a 
tear  of  condolence,  afkcd  how  he  came  there  ?  To  which  he 
replied,  that  having  fought  a  duel  with  a  general  of  the  Au- 
flriau  infantry,  againll  che  emperor’s  command,  and  having 
left  him  for  dead,  he  was  obliged  to  fly  into  one  of  the  forcils 
oridriii,  where  he  was  firft  taken,  and  afterwards  (belt ered 
by  fome  banditti,  wlio  had  long  infelled  that  quarter.  With 
thefe  he  had  lived  for  nine  months,  till,  by  a  clofe  inveftiturc 
of  the  place  in  which  they  were  concealed,  and  after  a  very 
cbftinatc  rcfillancc,  in  which  the  greater  p^rt  of  them  were 
killed,  he  \vas  taken  and  carried  to  Vienna,  in  order  be 
broke  alive  upon  the  wheel.

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As  Alberti  was  giving  me  this  account^  a  young  woman 
came  up  to  him,  who  at  once  I  (aw  to  be  born  for  better  for¬ 
tune  ;  the  dreadful  fituation  of  the  place  was  not  able  to  de-* 
fhoy  her  beauty,  and,  even  in  this  feene  of  wretched nefs,  (he 
ioeined  to  have  Alarms  to  grace  the  moft  brilliant  aflembly. 
This  lady  was,  in  fatfl,  daughter  to.onc  of  the  fifft  families  of 
Germany,  and  having  tried  every  means  to  procure  her  lover^s 
pardon  to  no  effedl,  was  at  lafl  refolved  to  fiiare  his  mileries, 
as  (lie  could  not  relieve  them.  With  him  (he  accordingly 
defeended  into  thefe  manfions,  from  whence  few  of  the  living 
return  ;  and  with  him  (lie  is  contented  to  live,  forgetting  the 
gaieties  of  life,  with  him  to  toil,  defpidng  the  fplendors  of  o* 
}nilence,  and  contented  with  the  confcioufnels  of  her  owa 
condancy.

’wherein  his  Lordjbip  ferved  both  in  the  Itnperiai  and  Rudiaa  Arm  'teu 

IN  the  preface  to  this  very  valuable  performance  (which  is  com* 
piled  from  his  lordfhip’s  own  papers  and  ocher  authciiiic  memoirs), 
ti)e  reader  is  informed,  that  the  earl  of  Craufurd*s  long  iilnefs  gave 
him  much  leit'ure  for  reOedion,  and  time  to  commit  to  paper  whaC  he 
thought  molt  necelfary  or  ufcful  to  the  young  foldier ;  where  be  hat 
olten  compared  the  battles  long  lince  fought,  with  thofehe  had  him* 
i'clf  a  hand  in.  His  lordihip  dying  before  thefe  papers  were  tlioroughv 
ly  reduced  to  order,  gave  the  publication  of  them  to  Mr  Henry  Kopp, 
the  faithful  fervnnt  who  brought  him  off  tl|e  field  of  battle,  and  who 
attended  his  lordihip  through  all  his  campaigns  and  difficulties  as  long 
as  he  lived* 

The  following  is  an  account  of  his  lordihip^  birth,  education,  and 
Tome  remarkable  incidents,  to  his  entrance  into  the  army,  ,&c* 

John  earl  of  Crauford  was  the  eldeft  fon  of  John  carl  of  Crau* 
Ford,  by  a  daughter  of  lord  Down,  being  born  on  the  4th  day  of  Oc* 
tober,  1702.  One  day  as  the  duke  of  Argyll  and  duke  Hamilton 
were  at  dinner  with  his  father,  they  Teemed  to  have  a  warm  debate 
concerning  fome  natioual  affiairs,  and  be  often  heard  a  repetition 
of  the  word  union.  That,  as  he  was  playing  his  boyilh  tricks  about 
the  room,  the  duke'  of  Argyll  took  him  up  ia  his  arms,  aud  feC  him 
ilandiug  on  the  table  among  the  bottles  and  glafies  ;  faying  to  his 
father,  Crauford,  if  this  boy  lives,  1  wonder  whether  he  will  be  of 
your  fentimeius.’**  To  which  the  earl  replied,  he  certainly  will,  if  ho 
has  a  drop  of  my  blood  in  bis  body**:  whereupon  liii  grace  kiiliKl  him, 
and  fet  him  down  again,  faying,  1  warrant  he  will  make  a  brave 
fellow.** 

The  young  etrl  was  educated  by  a  private  tutor  at  home,  till 
he  was  of  a  proper  age  for  academical  knowledge,  when  the  duchefs 
of  Argyll  fent  him  to  the  univerfity  of  G I  algo  w,  where  hernade  a  proper 
proficiency  in  his  iludict }  but  his  inclioatioo  was  entirely  bent  for 
hiHory.  He  wae  more  pleafcd  with  one  leiTon  in  Quintui  Curiius, 
than  with  twenty  lectures  in  pbilofophy;  and  he  was  more  eager  to 
uoderfiand  a  ftratagem  in  the  commentaries  of  Cxfar,  than  to  explain 
the  abftruleft  kibjca  of  the  beft  logicians  t  be  was  m  purfuit  'of  adive 
knowledge,  not  of  pallivc  pedantry  ;  be  faw  the  glimmering  of  truth 
and  nature,  nor  would  be  fulfcr  bia  eye  to  be  milled  by  the  cloud  of 
ignorance  and  fopkiftry. 

While  his  lordihip  was  at  the  univerfity,  be  gave  feveral  re* 
qiarkable  ioiUnces  of  that  fpirit  and  bravery  which  aftcfwasds  dHlin* 

guilhe4 
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I^uirned  him  fo  eminently  in  every  country  of  Europe.  He  was  re¬ 
marked  for  being  a -very  a^ive»  bold,  and  rei'olute  difpofitioni 
though  his  go(^  nature  was  equally  confpicuous :  io  that»  by  gene* 
rally  proving  his  fuperiority  over  his  companions  in  all  cheir  quarrels, 
he  became  the  champion  of  the  univerdty  :  his  fellow  collegians  chu* 
Hrig  him  for  their  captain  in  the  difputes  and  encounters  wbkh  fre* 
qucntly  happened  between  them  and  the  inhabitants  of-thccity. 

**  His  lordfhip  having  acquired  a  i'ulficknt  fund  of  academical 
knowlcge,  and  being  ;grown  to  au  age  of  virility,  he  began  to  de- 
fpil'e  the  fedentary  (late  of  a  collegiate  life,  and  to  wi(h  for  a  fcene  of 
activity  :  a  military  genius  evidently  began  to  difplay  itCclf ;  glory 
was  his  aim  ;  and  his  heart  was  in  much  inflamed  with  the  love  of 
martial  exploits,  that  his  noble  fpirit  tould  no  longer  bear  a  confine* 
tnent  within  the  bounds  of  clallic  inai^livicy. 

**  His  lordfhip,  in  the  year  1721,  let  out  for  Paris,  where  be  was 
entered  at  the  academy  of  Vandeuil,and  continued  there  two  years  i» 
during  which  time  he  made  fuch  a  confidcrable  progrels  in  his  cxer* 
eifes,  as  to  be  the  admiration  of  his  fellow  academicians,  and  to  fur* 
pafs  thole  who  had  been  there  two  or  three  years  before  him.  His 
lordfhip  made  luch  a  prodigious  proficiency  in  his  lelTons  of  all  kindly 
that  he  had  few  competitors.  For  Ikill  in  horfemanlh ip,  dexterity 
in  tenting,  an.-l  elegance  in  dancing,  he  was  exceeded  by  none ;  there* 
fore,  being  a  coinnteat  at^demid,  and  an  accomplifhed  young  gentle* 
man,  his  t;ier.ds  thought  proper  to  recall  him  to  England,  for  the 
advaiKement  oF  his  foitune.  '  *  ' 

**  The  young  king  of  France  having  been,' in  the  thirteenth  year  of 
his  age,  declaied  major  by*  the  parliament,  his  majefly  provided  4 
grand  entertainment  for  his  nobility  and  the  m  a  gift  racy  of  Paris,  at 
Verfailles  ;  where  the  carl  of  Grauford  was  one  of  the  great  multi*  * 
tude  that  rclbrted  to  that  palace,  when  he  diftinguifhed  his. courage 
by  a  fingular  accident.  The  ceremony  aud  dinner  being  over 
at  court,  it  was  lb  ordered,  that  a  fifb  pond  fhould  be  drawn  in  the 
gardens  of  Verfailles,  for  the  amulement  of  hii  majefty, '  where  a 
great  concourfe  of  fpedlators  attended,  together  with  the  nobility 
in  their  robefe.  On  the  approach -of  his  majefty  near  the  pond,  the- 
multitude  prelfcd  eagerly  forward  to  gratify  their  view,  for  which 
the  earl  of  Grauford  was  equally  anxious  with  the  reft  ;  but  be  hap^ 
pened  to  ftan'd'  by  a  courtier,  who  was  a  marquis  in  his  ceremonial 
robes,  and  who,  apprehending  his  lordfhip  ftood  fomewhat  to  bit" 
jncouveniency,’  gave  hiui  a  difrepedful  pufh',  accompanied  with  an  in* 
folent  reprimand  ;  which  To  irritated  the  young  earl,  that  confeious 
of  his  own  quality,  he  inftahtly  took  up  the  -  French  marquis  in  hit 
arms,  and  violently  threw  him,  robes  and  all,  headlong  into  tho 
pond,  in  prefehee  of  the  king;  which  created  a  prodigout  laugkciP 
among  the  fpedators',  and  particularly  to  his  majefty,  who,  on  AWk* 
inp  inquiry  into  the  affair,  was  informed  of  the  nature  of  tho  tffroils' 
and  that  it  wat  ayojmg  Britifh  nobleman -who  had  fo  warmly

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**  As  his  glory  .was  to  maiataiu  his  dignity,  and  his  title  to  be 
e.inobltfd  by  the  fword,  his  lordihip  was  eager  of  oiHainiQg  fome  ml*, 
liuiry  etoploymeot,  and,  on  the  a$th  Dec.  1726,'  he  was  honoured^ 
with  the  commiilion  of  captain  of  one  of  the  additional  troopt^ln  the* 
royal  regiment  of  North- Britifh  grey  dragoons,  then  comminded '  by 
general  Sir  James  Campbell,  of  which  regiment  his  lordlhip  had  after* 
wards  the  honour  to  be  colonel.  He  was  a  partienUr  favourite  with 
his  general,  who*  bore  him  almoll:  a  paterna^  atfefUon,  that  continued 
to  the  time  of  bis  death,  which  happened  at  Che  battfe  of  fonCehby,. 
where  he  commanded  a  divihon  of  I2  fquadrons,  and  wherein  he  was. 
iucceeded  by  the  earl  of  Craufurd,  who  accompanied  him  in  that  com* 
m  ind  :  his  lordfliip  was  alfo  greatly  regarded  by  the  officers,  and  ex* 
tremely  beloved  by  the  foldlers. 

‘‘  As  the  rays  emitted  ftom  the  fun  will  penetrate  the  thickefl 
gloom  ;  fo,  as  his  lordfhip  was  born  for  adlion,  nothing  could  deprels 
the  vivacity  of  his  loul,  which  was  not  to  be  confined,  and  was  now 
to  appear  with  additional  ludre  on  the  theatre  of  the  world.  Ac* 
cordingly,  on  the  ;ill  Jan,  17^2,  he  was  honoured  with  a  captain's 
ccmmillion  in  the  queen's  own  regiment ‘of  dragoons,  commanded  by. 
brigadier  William  Kerr;  and  the  fame  year  Jtt^wae  eledled  one  of 
the  fixteen  peers  for  Scotland,  which  was  the  nfoH  honorary  mark  ot 
edeem  that  his  countrymen  could  confer  on  the  mod  exalted  urorth,
